of fish, making a total of 244 stands, 
an average attendance of 27 stands to 
each market. There were four nuis- 
ances abated during the month, con- 
sisting of one stopped up and one over- 
flowing cellar drain an Jl one fall and 
fonl vault. There are several ether 
noticee served to abate full and fool 
vaults, but the recent wet weather, 
together with the extreme high stage 
of both the rivers, has prevented com- 
pliance with the same. Have issued 
five permits for buiial of dead animals 
as follows: O. n. Row, cow; Abner 
Bird, horse; Frank Hill, horse; Ohris 
Uhl, mare; John Barlow, horse. Thera 
was but one case of diphtheria reported 
daring the month, and that waa at the 
residence of Paul Leopold, on Washing- 
ton street, and was really a recurrence 
of the case reported last month.
